After the flight, Walker s a i d 
the record performance was "a 
real snap."

While streaking faster than six 
times the speed of sound — or

The angle of attack is the ma­ 
neuver used by the X15 during 
re entry when it flattens out its 
bottom side against the earth's 
dc-nsening atmosphere in a "bel­ 
ly flop" to slow descent.

Times Runs 
Out for 11 
Convicts 


PITTSBURGH (UPII—Time was 
running out today for 11 rebellious 
convicts who are perched, without 
food or water, on the catwalk of 
a water tower 80 feet above 
ground at Western Pennsylvania 
Correctional Institution. 
Two convicts cracked under the 
strain Wednesday night and de­ 
scended the superstructure amid 
the jeers of the holdouts. 
While guards have taken no di­ 
rect action to force the other pris­ 
oners to leave the tower, one 
move was certain to cut short 
their demonstration. Prison offi­ 
cials discovered Wednesday the 
convicts were using a tap on the 
side of the tank to obtain water. 
The tank was drained. 
The demonstration started Mon­ 
day afternoon by Robert Payne, 
28.' Washington, D C. Payne broke 
away from guards when he was 
being returned to the prison’s 
maximum detention area from the 
hospital. He climbed over the 10- 
foot fence at the bottom of the 
tower and clambered up to the 
catwalk. 
Tuesday evening, 12 other pris­ 
oners broke away from guards 
after dinner and joined Payne. 
They took food to him. the first 
he had had in more than 24 hours. 
They also displayed signs printed 
on bedsheets saying “We ask for 
no violence—help us” and “We 
are protesting brutality.”

Senator James A. Cobey, D-M erced, has 
delivered a straight-from-the-shoulder key­ 
note address to the family support council of 
the state district attorneys’ convention, list­ 
ing the problems of the state's welfare pro­ 
gram. 
Cobev admitted at the outset lie would 
dwell on the problems of the program, rath­ 
er than the progress being made. H e also 
concluded he was convinced the problems 
ultimately could be solved. 
Many of the points brought up bv Cobey 
are not new. W hat perhaps was most signifi­ 
cant was that many of them agreed with 
critics of the present administration of Gov­ 
ernor Edm und G. Brown. And the fact that 
Cobey is considered one of the top experts 
in the legislature on welfare matters is also 
of significance. 
Oobey discussed some of the problems 
in lack of cooperation between district at­ 
torneys and county boards of supervisors. 
However, bp pinpointed the biggest overall 
problem apparent to him in today’s programs 
as follows: 
“For the past 25 years, public welfare 
programs have definitely tended to empha­ 
size the dole functions and have neglected 
the rehabilitative aspects. 
"The rights of the needy to financial 
aid has been the rallying cry of most of the 
professional welfare personnel concerned with 
the creation and administration of the pro­ 
grams. The concomitant ‘duties' upon which 
those ‘rights’ depend have been either trn- 
perccived, ignored, or even occasionally, de­ 
rided 
“It is no wonder then, that programs 
which were established under the social se­ 
curity act in 1935 to provide the temporary 
relief needed by dependent persons and fam­ 
ilies have, since that time, created for many 
an aid recipient an endless welfare ‘never- 
never-world’ in which he can dwell isolated 
from every economic, social and moral pres­ 
sure present in real life.” 
I nfortunately, Cobcv pointed out. a oer-

tain class go on welfare only as a last resort 
and, as soon as possible, are back on their 
own again—probably never to return to the 
welfare rolls again. Rehabilitation is scarcely 
needed for this type. 
At the other end of the caseload, he add­ 
ed are "the many recipients whose sense of 
responsibility, self-dignity, and personal in­ 
tegrity are so lacking that the soothing per 
suasion of welfare’s rehabilitative method is 
completely rcwardless.” 
In a day when most liberals consider 
it sinful to criticise the welfare programs. 
Cobey’s talk was strong medicine. And Cobev 
is no reactionary, by a long shot. Coming from 
Merced and M adera counties, where Demo­ 
crats outnum ber Republicans 30,127 to 14,­ 
279. Cobcy is unopposed in either party for 
reelpction this year and had the same ex­ 
perience in 1958. 
The welfare camp and its opponents 
seemed to have fallen into battle lines in 
recent years with little or no common middle 
ground. Persons who criticize mothers who 
draw aid for needv children while living with 
Tom, Dick and Harry, are told it’s not the 
children’s fault and it’s wrong to attem pt 
to take action. 
Thpy base complained bitterly when 
children of such promiscuous mothers were 
taken away from them, saving the children 
« ere better off at home. But how can they 
he better off in a household based on the 
fraudulent premise of chiseling benefits from 
tile state?

But we ought to have a na­ 
tional policy that is commensu­ 
rate with our size, our strength 
and our pretensions. 1 am one 
who believes that the Amei .can 
stake in world affairs must al­ 
ways come first in the mind and 
actions of American officials, but 
som etim es — perhaps very often 
— this stake encompasses doing 
something better for the impris­ 
oned peoples.

have been served if President 
Kennedy had done more of what 
General Clay wanted him to do 
in E ast Berlin. America is on the 
side of the angels when we help 
the Nationalist Chinese to hold on 
to Quemoy-Matsu.
